2. This communication is responsive to the provisional election made without traverse on 
03/08/2006 to prosecute the invention of Group II, claims 16-18. Group I, claims 1-15 and newly 
added claim 19-20 are withdrawn from further consideration and canceled, as being drawn to a 
non-elected invention. 

3. Applicant's election with newly amended limitation is acknowledged. In the original 
filed and newly amended group 1 invention, including claims 1-15 and newly claims 19-20, is 
directed to structures/structural elements of a microphone assembly having multiple acoustic 
ports, classified in class 381, subclass 357.
